BONES IN WOODS. 
ACVEAL THE FATE 
UF JIMMY GLASS 


Eight-Year Search for Boy, 
4, Had Carried Parents 


29,000 Miles—Vanished 
in 1915. 


APPARENTLY WAS 
LOST IN FOREST 


Skeleton Found Two Miles 
From Place in Greeley, 
‘Pa., Where He Was Seen 
Last. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post- 
Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Jimmy 
Glass—all that was left of him— 
returned to his home last night. 

The eight-year search which ex- 
tended through six countries and 
carried his parents 20,000 miles 
ended yesterday a short distance 
from where he disappeared in 
Greeley, Pa., May 12, 1915. The 
skeleton of the four-year-old boy 
whose mother always believed 
would some day return alive was 
found at the foot of a rock in a 
woods two miles from the spot 
where he was seen last. The wood 
has been searched by posses of cit- 
izens, State troopers and detectives 
and at times they must have passed 
within a few feet of where the body 
lay. 

The bones were discovered by 
Otto Winkler,.owner of the High- 
land Lake House, Greeley. He 
found the skull and a pair of child's 
shoes while deer hunting Satur- 
day. Without searching further he 
took note of the spot and brought 
the shoes and skull to his home. 
He told the postmaster, who tele- 
graphed the boy’s father, Charles 
L. Glass, ati auditor for the Erie 
railroad, whose home is in Jersey 
City. 

Father Arrives. 

Glass traveled virtually all 
urday night to Lackawaxen, Pa., 
on the Erie, the nearest railroad 
station to Greeley. He was ac- 
companied by Pelice Captain 
James A. Rooney of Jersey City, 
assigned to the case when he was

ago, who has been under standing 
orders ever since to follow any 
clew to the boy’s whereabouts. 

When they arrived at Winkler’s 
home, Capt. Rooney looked at the 
skull, examined the shoes, which 
answered the description of those 
Jimmy wore, and said: “There is 
no doubt about it; this is the boy.” 

The father was not so sure. 

“It looks bad,” he said, 
how can I be certain?” 

Winkler struck into a dense 
woods in which the undergrowth 
was so thick that at times those 
in front had to break their way 
through. 

Finally Winkler stopped beside 
a small rock. He began to claw 
away layers of rotted leaves and 
wood. Suddenly he held up a 
small bone. 

Winkler worked 
with great care, sifting earth by 
the handful, and eventually found 
most of the skeleton, nine but- 
tons, garter buckles and buckles 
such as children wear on jumpers. 

Ooncede Identification. 

Again the father said, “It looks 
badd’ but would not admit the 
identification was positive. 

It was not until several hours 
later that Glass gave up all hope 
that his son could be alive. Wink- 
ler in examining one of the shoes 
found that the name Coward cut 
into the sole still could be read. 
Jimmy wore Coward shoeg and 
Glass admitted that there could be 
no further doubt of the identity 

An_ inquest was held and a cer: 
tificate issued stating that the 
cause of death was “exposure and 
exhaustion, being lost in the 
woods, having wandered from 
home.”’ 


Jimmy disappeared from the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Bdward 
Faust, where he and his parents 
were visiting. This was in Greeley, 
approximately two miles in a 
straight line from where the body 
was found, but separated from it 
by a small mountain. 


In Sne direction it leads to the 
Greeley postoffice and another 
road which intercepts it; the other 
goes in the general direction of 
the spot where the skeleton was 
found. ‘This spot, however, is in 
the woods approximately a mile 
off the road. 

Jimmy was playing in the side 
yard and his father was sitting 
on the porch. The father Went 
into the house and when he re- 
turned five minutes later the boy 
had disappeared.

Father Agrees to Prefer Charges 
Against Anarchist Paper.

PARIS, Dec. 3.—Not in many 
years has Paris had a sensation 
comparable with that afforded by 
the death of Philippe Daudet, who 
died in a hospital several days ayo 
from the effect of wounds suffered 
while in a taxicab. The newspa- 
pers last week said that the boy 
had committed suicide, but Leon 
Daudet, leader of the Royalist 
movement in. France and father of 
Philippe, is of the opinion that his 
son was murdered “by an atro- 
clous plot” and has asked the pubs 
lic prosecutor to act on an article 
printed in Libertaire, the anarchist 
paper, in which a visit of Philippe 
to the newspaper office was de- 
scribed. 

Leon Daudet was told by the 
procurator-general that the boy’s 
suicide had been established be- 
yond a possible doubt and that it 
would be impossible for the ju- 
dicial authorities to do anything 
further unless he made a charge 
against some definite or indefinite 
person, or could make a charge of 
corrupting a minor of criminal H- 
bel against Libertaire. The father 
agreed to prefer charges. 

Daudet, later today, filed a for- 
mal charge of assassination against 
an unidentified person in conse- 
quence of the death of his son and 
also brought a charge of abduc- 
tion of a minor in connection with 
Philippe’s previous visit to the of- 
fice of La Libertaire. 

Daudet promised to submit his 
evidence as soon as the investigat- 
ing magistrate was named.

Case Grew Out of Letter by 
Cratg, Criticising Federal Judge. 

The proceedings in the Craig 
contempt case arose when, as 
Comptroller of New York City, on 
Oct. 6, 1919, Craig wrote a ietter 
to Lewis Nixon, then a Public 
Service Commissioner, criticising 
the action of Judge Julius M. 
Mayer of the United States Circuit 
Court in refusing to name a co- 
receiver in the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit cases to safeguard the 
rights of the city. 

This letter was made public and 
Judge Mayer adjudged Comptrol- 
ler Craig in contempt of court and 
sentenced him to 60 days in fail. 
Subsequently Circuit Judge Man- 
ton ordered his release on habeas 
corpus proceedings, but the Clir- 
cuit Court of Appeals affirmed the 
decision of Judge Mayer. This the 
United States Supreme Court also 
upheld, mainly on the ground that 
the Comptroller's proper procedure 
was an appeal to the full Circuit 
Court of Appeals instead of the 
habeas corpus writ. 

In his letter to Nixon, Craig said 
that he and other members of the 
Board of Estimate had been de- 
nied access to original sources of 
information concerning the prop- 


tion and declared that ‘‘there must 
be a reversal of the policy for 
which Judge Mayer is responsible.”’ 
The letter stated further: “It 
seems to me a monstrous thing 
than an order of a Federal Judge 
in a court of equity should stand 
between the public and the truth 
under such circumstances.”

Months, Haynes Reports.

been charged with dynamite. 

Neither Peukert nor his wife 
was seriously injured. The force 
of the explosion seemed concen- 
trated at the walls.
